Brown’s CSUC budget proposal falls short

Governor Jerry Brown's 1977 
197X budget proposal for the CSU 
system has been met with a hail of 
disapproval from the office of the 
Chancellor as well as CSUC faculty 
members. CSUS President James 
Bond has also expressed disapprova 
with the 2.2 per cent proposed increase 
in pay for the CSUC faculty 

In a January 24 statement to the 
CSUS faculty, Bond said, “The 2.2 per 
cent salary increase recommended by 
the Governor for the CSUC faculty 
members at CSL Sacramento and the 
18 other CSUC campuses falls far 
short of what vou need and deserve 

The 2.2 per cent recommendation 
was made to the Governor by the 
Calttorna Postsecondary Education 
Commission (CPF’ ording to 
CPEC spok ashburn, 
the recommei ed ona 
formula that the com. on has used 
tor twelve years, in order to bring the 
CSUC faculty pay schedule into 
parody with schools of comparable 
size and stature around the country 
with whom the CSUC must compete 
for faculty. Among the schools used in 
the study are USC. University of 


Oregon, Oregon, Illinois State 
University, lowa State | 
g 


University of Wisconsin at 
Milwaukee, Bolling Green University, 
Wayne State. Portland State, and 
others 

The CPEC compares the real 
income and “fringe benefits” granted 
to the faculties of the comparison 
group and computes the difference 
between the parody schools and the 
CSUC systern. The 2.4 per cent figure 
is the result of this parody 
computation, and was not, according 
to Washburn, a “recommendation” 
but merely the result of the formula 
used to compute parody for the CSUC 
system for the last twelve years 

Governor Brown accepted the 
figure as a recommendation, however 


and has included the figure in his 19 

7S budget recommendation for the 
CSUC system. A spokesman for the

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Emotional injuries are prevalent in child abuse 


(Editor's note: This is the second of 
an eight - part series of articles on the 
problem of the abused and neglected 
child, based on “Child Abuse,” a pam- 
phiet recently published by the office 
of State Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger.) 

Physical injuries can scar and in- 
capacitate a child just as emotional 
cruelty can similarly cripple and han- 
dicap a child emotionally, 
behaviroally and intellectually 

Severe psychological disorders 
such as psychoses. sc hizophrenias and 
vegetative disorders have been traced 
to excessively distorted parental at- 
titudes and behavior coupled with

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‘Blasphemy Bunch’

Well, folks, the first amendment is once again endangered by a 
bunch of self appointed guardians of public morals 

This time the guardians are trying to ban two movies because they 
are “blasphemous.” The two movies are The Passover Plot and the 
Many Faces of Christ, both of which portray a view of Christ con- 
trary to the orthodox Christian view.

Now admittedly the Faces movie does sound like a quickie film 
made tor one purpose only: a quick buck. The filmmaker himself ad- 
mits the tilm is pornographic. But if people want to waste their money 
to go see junk like that, that’s their constitutional right. And if The 
Passover Plot is anything like the book, it will be a gigantic bore 


But the artistic worth of these films is not unger fire by the com- 
mittee, the First Amendment is. 

The main arm of the “guardians of public morals” is a group called 
“The Interfaith Committee Against Blaspnemy ” The grounds for ac- 
tion against the films is their denial of the traditional view of Christ's 
life. According to the committee, these films are a “cancer” which 
threatens to “degrade” the American society. 

This Committee is powerful and well financed. They recently 
bought time on a locai station for a one hour program hosted by the 
All - American Boy himself, Pat Boone. The show consisted of a one 
hour harangue which stated that the two films were part of a “satanic 
plot” and should be cut out. The participants were a Catholic priest, 
right out of an old Pat O’Brien movie and a biblical expert from some 
religious college of which I had never heard, and an environmental 
scientist who gave a five minute speech about how the movies were 
polluting the moral atmosphere of America in sucha way it reminded 
me of a recent George Carlin satire on Billy Graham. 

The language used was so violent that it seemed like an incitement 
to vigilante action. At the end the participants threw in a statement 
that they intend to “work within the law” but the earlier Part was so 
violent that I have no doubt that a bunch of fanatics are planning ex- 
tra - legal action against any Sacramento movie theatre that shows the 
two films. 

Actually, much of the show was so overdone that it provided the 
biggest laugh | had all week. But the purpose was not funny. They 
were trying to suppress two films because they went against the beliefs 
of the Christian religion. At the end Pat Boone came out, complete 
with white shoes, and urged people to contribute money to stop this 
“blasphemy.” 

For what it’s worth, I don’t like defending films like the Many 
Faces of Christ which I personally find distasteful. But I also feel that 
if it is banned, it would lead the way to future censorship until 
freedom of speech is gone in this country. It is up to the individual in 
this land to decide what he will or will not see, not a bunch of religious 
fanatics. Anything else undermines the cornerstone of all freedom, 
freedom of speech. The actions of this self - appointed committee isa 
definite, if unintentional, threat to everyone's rights.
